all Mereas in the Reigne of Our moſt deare and Royall Father, 


King 1am =s of bleſſed memozy, and ſince Our acceſſe to the 
Crowne, ſcuerall Pzoclamiations haue beene publiſhed ſoz the re- 
ſtraint of exceſſine Carriages by common Carrters o2 others, to 
the deſtruction of the High vaies of this Realme ; and yet we 
v||- finde by dayly expertence, thoſe great abuſes are ſtillcontinued and 
increaſed; whereby if timely remedy be not p2ouided, thoſe pub- 
like Nuſances are like to hinder much the generall commerce of 
Our people, and become vnrepaireable, without erceſſine charge and burthen to the Country, 
we therefoze, by the aduice of the Lo2ds and others of Our Yuuie Councell, doe hereby 
traightly charge and command, that from hencefozth no common Carrter, noz other perſon 
Whatſoeuer, vpon the common High wayes doe goe o2 trauaile with any Wagon, Weyne, 
Cart, 02 Carriage, Whereon is 02 ſhall be laden at once avoue twenty hundzed Weight; Nsz 
that foz the dzaught oz carrying thereof, there be vſed aboue fine hozſes, 02 aboue foure Oren 
and two hozſes, oz aboue fir? Oren without hozles at any one time, to the end that by theſe 
meanes the occaſion of ſuch exceſſine carriages may be pzenented, All which.we do ſtraight: 
ly charge and command to be duely obſerued, vpon paine of Our Heauy indignation, and 
ſuch other penalties and puniſhments, as by the Lawes 02 Statutes of this Our Reatline, 
 2otherwitle, may be inflicted vpon the Offenders therein, 
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And becauſe ſuch extraozdinary Carriages as cf late yeares Haue beene vſed, haue hereto: 
foze by the opinion of Dur Pudges beene held to be generall Nuſances, and therefoze the 
ſame ought by the Lalv to be ſeterely puniſhed, as that wherein the publike hath an inte- 
reſt: we doe ſtraightly charge and command all Dur Judges and Juſtices, that in cheir 
ſeuerall places they doe carefully and diligently enquire of all theſe Offences; and as much 
aginthem lieth, doe puniſh the Offendozs, 

And Uee doe hereby admonilh, and ſtraightly charge and command all thoſe whom it 
may concerne, that they be carcfull from time to time to repatre and matntaine the Þigh 
waies, Bzidges, and Cauleys thzoughout this Dur Realme, accozding to Our Lawesand 
Statutesin that behalfe, as they tender Our pleaſure, and will anſwere the contrary at 
thetr perils, 

And becauſe theremay be no pzetence fo2 any to excule themſelnes, u9ee ſtraightly require 
and charge, that Jnfozmation from time to time be giuen to Our Attozney generall, of ob- 
tinate and notoztons Offendozs againſt this Dur Royall command, which ſo muchimpoz- 
teth the common good and eale-of Our people; Tothe end, that by alegall courſe they may 
bee pzoceeded with , and recetue ſuch puniſhment as their contempts and offences ſhall 
deſerue. | 

Aadlaſtly, ue doe hereby will and require all Matos, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, Puſtices of 
peace , and all other Dar Officers and Miniſters in all Our Counties and places whatſo- 
ter within this Our Realme, whom it may concerne, that they vſe their vtternoſt endea- 
your foz diſconery and puniſhment of all Offences and Offendozs againſt this Dur pleaſure 
and Roypall commandment,
